Judge Cox charged Butler with act- 

ing as a prosecutor and not as a 

Judge, and with conducting his investigation 


cution. To this Butler replied that he was the 
peer of everybody; that he would accept the 
imputation of inferiority from nobody, and that 
how long he might remain upon the defensive 
as regards Gen. Cox was a matter between him- 
eelf and his conscience. Butler justified his

COULD NOT MAKE AN OMELET WITHOUT BREAK- 

ING EGGS. 


This is the first public admission by Butler that 
be bad a definite object to gain. The omelet 
which he seeks is the impeachment. The testi- 
mouy was important as showing the rela- 
tions of the President and Secretary Sherman 
to Anderson. Notwithstanding a persistent 
cross-examination on the part of a criminal 
lawyer bent on laying the foundation for an 
impeachment of the President, Butler’s fishing 
expedition proved unsuccessful. No knowledge 
of Anderson’s rascality was brought home to 
the President by the very person—the Appoint- 
ment-Clerk—who had a confidential interview 
with the President with relation to Anderson. 


On the contrary, when Smith called the atten-

Butler was equally unsuccessful in connecting

Indications are increasing that But- 
ler’s object is to lay a foundation for the im- 
peachment of the President. 
The management of the Democratic case 
seems to have been transferred to Gen. Butler, 
and it is evident from the outset that he has 
been held in reserve as the person upon whom 
the Democrats chiefly depend. Butler has had 
personal conferences with leading witnesses, 
and within two days he has taken the place 
recently surrendered to bim as the active mana- 
ger of the vver-zealous Democratic prosecution.

THE ELECTORAL COUNT. 
IMPORTANT STATEMENT FROM SENATOR HILL OF 

GEORGIA—THEB SECRET PLEDGES OF FORTY- 

TWO EX-CONFEDERATES—THE WORMLEY HO- 

TEL CONFERENCE. 

Dispatch to New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 9.—Senator Ben hill, of 
Georgia, made some highly interesting state- 
ments to-day respecting the most important 
events that transpired during the session of the 
Electoral Commission, and which throw new 
licht upon the history of that critical period. 
The conversation originated througu an allusion 
to the resolution introduced in the Senate 
yesterday by Senator Spencer, one of the 
avowed objects of which is to investigate 
into and expose the proceedings of what is 
known as the Wormley Hotel Conference.“ 
A passing reference to this political gathering 
is perhaps necessary in order to maintain the 
continuity of this narrative. As the story goes, 
a few Republicans, friends of Mr. Hayes, who 
were cognizant of his purposes, met by appoint- 
ment an equal number of Southern Democrats 
at Wormley’s Hotel in this city. It was 
during the hight of the excitement pending the 
last days of the Presidential count, when a dead- 
lock seemed inevitable and all sorts of alarming 
rumors were in circulation. The Democrats who 
aie Beg in the conference claimed, as al- 
eged, to have it in their power to prevent the 
completion of the Electoral count, and were 
willing to withdraw all opposition to such 
completion if the friends of Mr. Haves would 
guarautee that, when he became President, the 
Federal troops would be withdrawn from Louisi- 
ana and South Carolina, and that such other 
measures would be adopted as would secure the 
dissolution of the Packard and Chamberlain 
(governments and the establishment of those of 
Nichulis and Wade Hampton. The Republicans, 
in consideration of a completion ot the count 
being permitted, agreed to the terms pro 
by the Democrats. Both parties to the negotia- 
tion exchanged pledges satisfactory to each oth- 
er, and in pursuance of this arrangement the 
count was completed. Mr. Hayes was inaugu- 
rated, and the changes in the State Govern- 
ments of Louisiana and South Carolina effected. 

Up to this time the power of the Democrats 
who took part in the Wormley conference to | 
have prevented the completion of the Electoral 
count has been undisputed, and the credit for 
defeating the Hlibustering movement in the 
House has been generally attributed to them. 
Senator Hill, however, emphatically and un- 
equivocally denies that the agreement entered 
into at the Wormley Hotel conference had any 
bearing upon the peaceable solution of the 
He states that the. 
Democrats who participated in the conference 
did so without a shadow of authority from any- 
body, and without consultation with their party 
colleagues. it was purely the gratuitous, irre- 
sponsible act of a few men who had controlled 
no votes in the House except their own, and 
who did not have it iu their power to fulfill the 
agreement it is alleged they made. Senator 
Hill authorizes the statement that in his opinion 
the Democrats who participated in the 
Wormley conference could have no other 
object in view than a desire to 
obtain notoriety. So far from having influenced 
the action of the House, Senator Hill, to use 
almost his own words, said to the Times corre- 
spongent: I am now about to reveal to you

The forty-two ex-Con- 
federate Congressmen had pledged themselves 
to abide by the decision of the Electoral 
Commission several weeks before the Wormley 
conference took place, so that, despite the sensa- 
tional rumors that filled the air toward the close 
of the count, there never was the remotest pos- 
sibility of trouble.

Being asked for his opiniou of the Potter in- 
vestigation, Senator Hill said that ‘he was in 
favor of eliciting all the facts tending to estab- 
lish frand, wherever perpetrated or by whom- 
soever committed; but there it would end.

Depatch to New York Times. 

Wasurnoron, June 10.—The interview with 
Senator Ben Hill, of Georgia, in to-dav's Times, 
has attracted a great deal of attention, and has 
been the absorbing topic of conversation in po- 
litical circles. Senator Hill, after carefully read- 
ing the Times’ dispatch, informed your corre- 
spondent that it was strictly accurate in every 
particular except one, and that was compara- 
tively immaterial, since the generai statement 
was correct. He referred to that part of the in- 
terview where he is represented as saying that 
he obtained the signatures of the forty-two ex- 
Confederates, members of the Forty-fourth 
Cougress, to a pledge abiding by the result of 
the Electoral Commission. Senator Hill says 
that he was misunderstood in this particular. 
The pledges were all verbal, but no less binding, 
and no less faithfully kept. The error is at- 
tridutable to the remark made by Mr. Hill that 
he went around with a list of the names of the 
gentiemen iu question, which observation was 
construed to imply that the pledges were given 
in writing.

QUEEN AND PRINCE. 


Not Invited to a State Banquet, the Prince 
of Wales Stays Away from the Queen's 
Birthday Festivities — Causes of the 
Trouble. 

Correspondence New York Tribune. 
Lonpon, May 28.—The celebration of the 

Queen's birthday on Saturday, a routine affair 

for the most part, was marked by one excep- 

tional incident, the withdrawal of the Prince of 

Wales from all share in the festivities. He did 

not appear at guard-mounting in the morning, 

where 3,000 troops turned out, and where he was 
expected. He was not heard of during the day, 
and he was absent from the great dinner given 
in the evening by Lord Beaconsfield, to which 
he had accepted an invitation.

Fight Between Escobedo’s Soldiers and the 
Government Troops—United States Forces 
Over the Border. 

New,Orvcgans, La., June 13.—The Galveston 
News’ special from San Antonio says the follow- 
ing will appear in the morning Hera/d, and is 
authentic, being from a gentleman just returned 
from Fort Clark Friday last: Gen. Nuncio, 
commanding the Mexican Government troops, 
was killed by Escobedo’s soldiers near that 
place Saturday. Gen. Mackenzie and Col. 
Sbafter, with a strong force, crossed into Mexi- 
co in pursult of the raiders about forty miles 
north of Eagle Pass. That night they were 
obliged to return to Texas, and immediately tel- 
egraphed for reinforcements. Twenty companies 
of cavalry have been sent to their assistance, with 
a section of artillery, consisting of two Gat- 
ling guna and tworifled cannon. It is believed 
at Fort Clark that this aggregated force have 
re-entered Mexico. The troops have fifteen 
days’ rations and a heavy train, with two ex- 
perienced guides.

Dzrrorr, June 13—The Republican State 
Convention, which met in this city to-day, was 
the largest in numbers, the strongest in its per- 
sonnel, and the most thoroughly representative 
in its character, ever known in the history of 
that party in this State. It consisted of 642 
delegates, every organized county in the State 
being represented. When called to order, in 
the spacious Opera-House, at 11 o’clock a. m., 
by Chairman Hopkins, of the State Central 
Committee, it wholly filled the main floor of the 
auditorium, crowding spectators into the lobbies 
and the galleries. Among its members were the 


best- known leaders of the party in the State, 
including ex-Secretary Chandler; ex-Gov. John 
J. Bagley; ex-Congressman W. B. Williams; 
Charles I. Gorham, ot Marshall, formerly 


Assistant-Secretary of the Interior; Hezekiah 
G. Wells, of Kalamazoo, President of the 
Alabama Claims Commission; Henry W. Lord, 
ex-Consul to Liverpool; Speaker John T. Rich, 
of Lapeer; Gen. B. M. Cutcheon, of Manistee;

The Convention was called to order at about 
half-past 11, by George H. Hopkins, Chairman 
of the State Central Committee, and praver 
was offered by Dr. W. X. Ninde, of the Central 
Methodist Church. The formal call was then 
read, and Mr. Hopkins named, in behalf of the 
Committee, as temporary Chairmab, James H. 
Stone, Secretary of the Senate and General 
Manager of the Post and Tribune of this city. 
Mr. Store made a brief address, accepting the 
sition as tenaered to him as one of the young 

epublicans of the State, and pledging earnest 
work in their benalf. He then reviewed the 
history of Republican rule in Michigan with 
much effect. and closed as follows:

AMERICAN CROPS. 


Patmen Hovsse, Curcaco, May 15.— To the 
Editor of the London Times—Stn: The question 
naturally asked by Englishmen when there isa pos- 
sibility of a war with Russia is this: Will there be 
a great advance in provisions, and where will the 
wheat usually obtained from Russia come from? 

Asan extensive traveler in tne United States— 
for I suppose I have traveled for at least 75, 000 
miles on railroads. running through the wheat and 
corn felde of the States within the last 100 days— 
I will answer this question, and from a disinter- 
ested standpoint. 

The winter-wheat crop in the United States has 
never in the history of the country looked as well 
as it does now. It is safe to say that the winter- 
wheat crop will be at least one-half greater than 
ever before produced in America. In traveling 
over 75. 000 miles I have failed to see a single bad 

jiece of wheat. By the time this letter reaches 
England much of the wheat—that is, all of the 
crop south of the line of Charieston, Cincinnati. 
and St. Louis—will be harvested; and. by June 20 
the remainder of the winter-wheat crop will be 
harvested. 

The winter wheat crop will embrace about 75 per 
cent of the wheatrawed. The other 25 per cent 
will consist of spring wheat, which will be mostiy 
raised in Wisconsin, Minnesota, Dacota, and the 
Cavadas. Spring wheat will be harvested about 
the middie of July. It is nowall sown. The 
acreage of — wheat, on account of rumors of a 
war in Europe, bas also been increased at least 50 


cent. 
Dew bat will wheat be worth in Chicago im August? 

The best wheat experts agree that wheat will 
drop to 75 cents per bushel in Chicago in the au- 
tumn; that it will fall to less than a dollar in New 
York; and that any quantity the Euglieh nation 
may call for can be delivered in Liverpool at from 
$1 to $1.10 per bushel oy Sept. 1. 

you see there can be no bread famine in En- 
gland if tue Crimean wheat should be entirely cut 
of. The crop of wheat now growing in the United 
States,.if properly distributea, would supply all 
Europe. 

In — to other provisions. beef, pork, and 
lard, they always follow wheat and corn. They 
are unprecedentedly low in tne United States now, 
and must continue to be still lower. 

I write this that you msy know where Engiand 
will get ber supplies in case of a war, and that 
your people may have no cause for alarm if the

TESTAMENTS. 

Fro® rum Vatrcan, March 15, 1875.— Last Will 
—In the name of the most Holy Trinity I recom- 
mend my soul to Thee, most Holy Trinity, — 
Father, Son. and Holy Ghost, three persons in one 
Goa. lLimplore Most Hoty Mary, always immacu- 
late. and her spouse St. n the Holy Apostles 
Peter and Paul, St. Michael the Archangel, St. 
Louis Gonzaga. my holy guardian angels, and all 
my holy protectors and advocates, to aid me in the 
great passage from time to eternity, as they have 
aided and protected me during the course of my 
life. My body, having become a corpse, shall be 
buried in the Church of St. Lorenzo, ertra-muros, 
and precisely under the little arch standing against 
the so-called gridiron (graticoia) or stone on which 
may still be traced the marks caused by the mar- 
tyrdom of the illustrious Levite. The cost of the 
monument shall not exceed 400 crowns. Upon the 
monument shall be sculptured a tiara with the 
keys; then an epigraph conceived in the following 
terms: 

OSS8A ET CINERES PII P. IX. SVM. PONT. VIXITAN. . 
IN PONTIFICATY. AN. . . ORATE PRO Eo, 
The coat-of-arms shall be a Death's head. 

Having already by the Bull of June, 1873, pro- 
vided and established the use and appiication to be 
made of my estates and personal property acquired 
in Senigallia, I dispose of what property shail be 
found after my death. I pray God to protect and 
preserve those estates which are destined to pious 
purposes. Ineo far as it depenas upon me, I 
repeat that with regard to my esiatcs at Senigallia, 
of the which I have disposed for the Pious House 
of Refuge ana forthe Ginnasio of the said city, 
through the Bull of the lst of September, 1553, 
and the 20th of April, 1857, as well as through the 
chirograph of the 24th of May of the said year, I 
will and intend that all that I have declarea 
in the other Bull of the list of June, 
1873, shail be observed in order to 
the resolutory conditions, falling in, and 
rights of reversion in the cases contemplated in 
said Bull; the which declaration I confirm also 
with my present testament, as the cxpression of 
my last will, ordering and enjoining upon my heir 
and others named in my said Bull; and in case 
these should not do it. even entreating whomsoev- 
er may have the office and interest of the same 
to see to the diligent and rigorous observanc e 
thereof.

He regards himself as 
only the representative of a majority of the 
people, and of the Constitution, which are both 
set aside while fraud rules. If the example is 
not punished now, or the President-elect is not 
made President with the first opportunity, the 
public cunscience will receive a seariog, and 
pete honor a blow not soon to be recovered 
om.

THE FRAUDS ON THE CUSTOM-HOUSE 
BUILDING 


Since Dogberry wore the judicial ermine, 
there has been no profundity equal to his, 
until Judge Frencn,” Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, had made his addition to 
what he calls the literature of the Treasury 
Department.“ The facts are few, plain, and 
direct. The frauds practiced in the work and 
materialsof the Chicago Custom-House build- 
ing, in the stone furnished, in the cutting, 
sawing, and hauling of the stone, and in the 
mason work, exhibitarobbery of possibly half 
a million of dollars. The Government was 
represented by a Supervising Architect, a 
Superintendent, an Assistant Superintend- 
ent, an Inspector, and a liberal staff of subor- 
dinates; and yet this fraud, which is so glar- 
ing as to admit of no denial, was successfully 
carried into full execution. An investigation 
was ordered, and the facts reported by two 
Chicago officers who were wholly dis- 
connected personally and officially with 
the Custom-House building, and now 
Judge Frencn, admitting the frauds, 
acquits the Supervising Architect, the 
Superintendent, the contractor, and the sub- 
ordinates, and charges boldly and unspar- 
ingly on the rascality, ignorance, and gen- 
eral depravity of the two men who collected 
the undisputed facts and laid them before 
the Secretary. Until this letter of Judge 
Frencu, the presumption of guilt, or of 
neglect of duty, was only against the persons 
officially in charge of the work. The labored 
defense by Judge Frencu of the contractor, 
the architect, the Superintendent, and all 
others, except the stone-cutters, may be ac- 
cepted as indicating that the responsibility 
for the loss to the Government pertains to a 
larger and more numerous circle than was 
supposed by Mr. Tomson or Collector 
SMITH. 

The Assistant-Secretary, speaking of Mr. 
Taomson’s report, says that, Had Mr. 
Taomson been familiar with the literature of 
the Treasury Department respecting the ma- 
terial for the Chicago building, he probably 
would not have drawn the conclusion stated 
in his report.” The conclusion was that the 
stone was much inferior to what was called 
for by the contract; and the inference to be 
drawn from Judge Frencn’s criticism is, that 
a legal contract, drawn in ‘‘ the literature of 
the Treasury Department,” could not well be 
violated, no matter how scandalous and dis- 
graceful may have been the character of the 
material furnished. The Assistant-Secretary 
is forced to admit that 14,542 days’ work on the 
chimneys and attic were paid for which were 
not earned, and, not content with denying 
that this swindle was due to collusion be- 
tween the contractor and the Government 
officials, he has the unblushing effrontery 
to put on record in an official judgment this 
declaration: As to Mom (the con- 
tractor), there is no evidence tending to show 
any actual fraud (1), or misre presentation, or 
collusion with any person whatever, and that 
if in dealing with the officials of the Treasury 
he otherwise gained any advantage, he is 
Sully entitled to enjoy it. The disgraceful 
character of this whitewashing of the frauds 
perpetrated by the contractor is pointedly 
shown in the comment of Secretary Surr- 
MAN that The contractor, especially under 
the 15 per cent contract, was as much in the 
employ of the Government, and as much 
bound to fidelity in its interes® as if his 
compensation was an annual salary instead 
of a percentage on the cost of the work.” 

If this man Frencu had the decency which 
ought to pertain toa man holding the place 
he does, he would accept Secretary SHzrman’s 
response to his declaration that the contract- 
or was entitled to enjoy all the unfair and 
dishonest gains he could make under the con- 
tract as a notice that he should immediately 
resign. The moral tone of Frencu’s whole 
report is extremely low. It betrays a sym- 
pathy with all those who, charged with the 
protection of the public interests, permitted 
this wholesale robbery to go on day after 
day and year after year until the plunder had 
become gigantic. This man Mun, the 
contractor, was entitled to 15 per cent com- 
mission on the wages of the workmen, 
and Mvuriizr received, Frencu admits, 15 
per cent on the wages of 15,000 days’ work 
never performed, and that on a small por- 
tion of the work. What were the frauds un- 
earthed, and their commission fully estab- 
lished? There was fraud in the making of 
the original contracts, and fraud in their ex- 
ecution ; fraud in the beginning and fraud in 
the prosecution of the work; fraud in the

Furxon deliberately, in his official character 
as Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, asserts 
that anything which the contractor could lay 
his hands on and take, he was entitled to 
keep and enjoy! The contractor seems to 
have acted on the expectation that there 
would be in the Treasury Department, in 
case of an inyestigation, some officer who 
would write just such a judicial opinion as 
that now actually written by Fraencn. That 
officer concludes that no person has been 


bune. 


guilty of any wrong; that the Supervising 


Architect, the Superintendent, the Assistant 
Superintendent, the Inspector, and all others 
officially employed and paid to protect 
the interests of the Government, failed 
to discover any of these notorious and scan- 
dalous frauds, and, therefore, should not be 
held in any way responsible. The contractor 
he dismisses with a compliment for making 
all he could out of his shameful and dishon- 
est contracts. The only persons he holds 
guilty are Surra and Tuomson, for exposing 
the swindling, and the stone-cutters, who, 
employed by the day, accepted payment on 
days when no work was done,—the staff of 
Government officers being ignorant whether 
the men were at work or not, and certifying 
to pay-rolls which were grossly fraudulent. 
There can be but one judgment as to Mr. 
Frence. He should be dismissed from 
office without the slightest delay. His report 
is scandalous. It is disgraceful to the Treas- 
ury Department, of which he is an 
officer. It is an open encouragement to 
frauds upon the public service. It 
whitewashes official negligence, no mat- 
ter how gross and criminal. It 
encourages fraudulent contracts and the 
moro fraudulent execution of them. It lays 
down as the law of the Treasury Department 
a morality so low that the most dishonest 
ring would not have the hardihood to assert 
itin its own defense. Fortunately for the 
public service, Secretary Snrnuax repudi- 
ates the loose morality of his assistant. He 
declares the officials so zealously cham- 
pioned by Frencn to be guilty of such 
wrong that they should be all removed, 
and the question of their criminal prose- 
cution should be referred to the Depart- 
ment of Justice. Instead of recogmzing 
the right of the contractor to enjoy all 
he has succeeded in grabbing, he says that 
suit shall be prosecuted to recover whatever 
he may have obtained by fraud. The Sec- 
retary does not intimate what he will do 
with Frencn; that, probably, he has under 
advisement; but the character of the Gov- 
ernment and considerations of public moral- 
ity demand that, whatever action be taken 


with regard to the others, Frenoa ought to 


be bounced from the important office in 
which fraud and dishonesty may find a 
champion and defender, or be brought to 
severe and proper punishment. He is not a 
safe or proper person to fill such an office. 


THE OHIO REPUBLICANS. 

The platform adopted by the Republican 
State Convention of Ohio is an excellent 
specimen of political literature. It is devot- 
ed largely to State matters, and condemns in 
terms that will find sympathy everywhere 
the Democratic misuse of power in redistrict- 
ing the State for partisan advantage previous 
to the ascertainment of population by the 
next United States census, Its references to 
national issues, just now conspicuous, are 
pointed and forcible. It demands that there 


shall be no more financial legislation for the 


present, and that the Resumption act be 
permitted to work out its own destiny under 
the laws as they now stand, which haye 
added silver to the coin resources of the 
country, and have forbidden the further re- 
tirement of greenbacks. It denounces in 
fitting language the Democratic purpose of 
Mexicanizing the United States Government, 
which has become perfectly apparent under 
the thin pretense of an investigation based 
upon forgeries and perjuries. It gives 
President Hayzs’ Administration an indorse- 
ment which, standing alone, is cordial and 
hearty, and which the subsequent proceed- 
ings showed to be the honest sentiment of a 
vast majority of the Convention, and of the 
Republicans of that State. 
The only disturbing element in the Con- 
vention was furnished by Gen. Brarrr, who 
offered an implacable substitute for the reso- 
lution approving President Hayrrs and his 
Administration, and then advocated it in a 
speech of the most bitter and irreconcilable 
character. Gen. Brarrr was so promptly 
snubbed by the Convention, and his resolu- 
tion so overwhelmingly voted down, that 
the incident would not be worth any special 
attention if it were not for the weak and 
trimming style in which Gen. Grosvenor 
answered him. While giving the Adminis- 
tration even more hearty approval for 
himself than was expressed in the plat- 
form, Gen. Grosvenor took occasion to say 
that There is nothing in this platform that 
stultifies the action of any gentleman with 
regard to his opinion of the Civil-Service 
reform or the Southern policy.” There was 
an evident purpose to conciliate such men 
as Beatty and his handful of followers, 


ough they themselves show not the slight-. 
No such con- 


est conciliatory disposition. 
cession as this should have been made. It 
was both unwise and unnecessary. The 
men who attéck the present Administration 
in the spirit and tone adopted by Gen. 
Brarrr are governed, as a rule, by motives 
outside of patriotism and party loyalty; 
their grievances are of a nature not to be 
assuaged by good words, but partake of too 
much spite and malice to hearken to over- 
tures of compromise. 

The Brarrr faction arraigned President 
Hayes for what they call his desertion ” 
of the Republican party at the South. They 
claim, in Bxratry’s own words, that the 
whole party bas been disappointed, humil- 
iated, and betrayed”; that two Republican 
States have been turned into the hands of 
Rebels and Democrats”; that Democrats 
have been conciliated by sacrificing our 
friends”; that Republicans of the South 
have been wronged ‘‘ who went through 
hell-fire to put Ruruerrorp B. Hayzs into 
the Executive office; and that all this has 
been brought about by the President’s South- 
ern policy. It was the same spirit which 
prompted one Mr. Aurr to offer a separate 
resolution (not adopted) which was a glow- 
ing tribute to Gen. Grant for his patriotic 
efforts in behalf of Southern Republicans.

This is a statement of the “ Southern 
policy” which President Hayzs followed out 
after his inauguration. He could have done 
nothing else, had he been disposed, It was 
during Gen. Grant's Administration that 
Arkansas, Texas, Mississippi, Alabama, and 
Florida were allowed to pass into 
the hands of the Democrats by rea- 
son of this very policy of non-interfer- 
ence. The letter we have -quoted was the 
basis of the General Government's position 
in the case of Louisiana. It was a result of 
this non-interference, proclaimed by Granz, 
that the Louisiana Legislature, which count- 
ed the Governor into office, was Democratic. 
If, then, Gen. Brarry’s denunciation of 
Hares for “ betraying the Republicans of 
the South had been turned upon Gen.Grant, 
the answer would have been complete. If 
such action was not wrong or improper on 
the part of Grant, it was not wrong or im- 
proper on the part of Harzs, To blame 
Hayes and praise Grant for the same policy 
—doing exactly the same thing—is too glar- 
ing an inconsistency to be defended. 


It will not be surprising if Mr. VanpeRr- 
BILT’s recent trip to Europe, ostensibly un- 
dertaken for relaxation from business,” 
makes him the railroad dictator of this 
country, and irretrievably smashes the pools. 
Before that trip was made he had control of 
the Hudson River and New York Central in 
New York State, the Great Western in 
Canada, and the Michigan Central around 
one side of the lakes, and the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern around the other side. 
He has also recently secured control of the 
newly-finished Rochester & State Line Rail- 
road from Rochester to Salamanca, thus 
securing a connection with the Atlantic & 
Great Western Road, running from Sala- 
manca to Cleveland. The only remaining 
link necessary to give him an absolute con- 
trol of the bulk of the freight-business 
of the West was the Atlantic & Great 
Western, and this, it is now stated, 
was the successful object of his visit to 
Europe, where the road is owned. It will 
thus be seen that he has grasped the entire 
carrying trade from Chicago to New York by 
the routes north and south of Lake Erie, 
connecting with his splendidly-equipped and 
quadruple-tracked New York roads, and has 


smashed the ruinous competition of the New | 


York & Erie, which has hitherto retained 
its connection with the West by the Atlantic 
& Great Western Road. It substantially re- 
duces the Erie to a local road, beginning and 
ending in New York State, and leaves it to 
the tender mercies of the New York Central 
and Pennsylvania, Instead of keeping up 
competition with the Central, and running 
freight cheaper, it must accept terms dictated 
by the Central. The situation is summed up 
in the old saying, The longest pole knocks 
the persimmons.” The managers having con- 
trol of the most money and the most roads 
aro the masters, and can absolutely 
dictate rates and control freights. With the 
Lake Shore, Michigan Southern, Michigan 
Central, Great Western & Atlantic, and 
Great Western under his control, feeding his 
New York lines, Vanperprtt can hold 
any or all pools of other roads in utter con- 
tempt, and defy them if they attempt com- 
petition, until they are on the way to the 
Receiver. The breaking of the pool the other 
day by the failure of the managers to agree 
upon any basis of percentage shows 
very conclusively that, while they 
propose, VANDERBILT disposes. While 
they have squabbled over percentages, Van- 
DERBILT has grabbed the lion’s share of the 
freight business from the West to New 
York, and made himself independent 
of the pools, It looks now as if he would 
control the grain trade with Europe, as, in 
addition to his control of the grain-carrying 
roads, it is understood he has also perfected 
arrangements for the monopoly of transporta- 
tion by the White Star Line in connection 
with them. He is now at liberty to make all 
his future arrangements for freight without 
reference to the other roads, and it is natu- 
rally to be expected that freight should be 
cheaper. With such vast resources at his 
command, and with so many important roads 
under his control that carry the exchanges of 
the East and West, he can fix the minimum 
rate of freight absolutely, and thus compel 
all other roads to come to them or go under. 
The movement appears to be in the interest 
of cheap freights, and fraught with disaster 
to rotten roads. 


THE FISRERIES AWARD. 

The Monetary Times and Trade Review, a 
commercial paper published in Canada, says, 
in the course of a discussion of the fisheries 
award : 


There is no doubt that, on one point, the word- 
ing of the treaty is not favorable to the United 
States. By the treaty, the Americans get access 
to our coast fisheries and we get free access to their 
markets for our fish. But the treaty does not, in 
any way, make the second privilege a compensa- 
tion for the first. 


This is so directly at variance with the 
truth that we think the editor must be 
ignorant of the provisions of the treaty. 
Art. XXII. of the Treaty of Washington, in 
accordance with which the Halifax Commis- 
sion assembled, is as follows: 


Inasmuch as it is asserted by the Government of 
her Britannic Majesty that the privileges accorded 
to the citizens of the United States under Art. 
XVIII. of this treaty are of greater value than those 
accorded by Arts, AIX. and XXI. of this treaty 
to the subjects of her Britannic Majesty, and this 
assertion is not admitted by the Government of the 
United States, itis further agreed that Commis- 
sioners shall be appointed to determine, having 
regard to the privileges accorded by the Uni/ed 
States to the subjects of her Britannic. Majesty, 
as stated in Arts. XIX. and XXI of this treaty, 
the amount of ANY compensation which, in their 
opinion, ought to be paid by the Government of 
the United States to the:Government of her Britan- 
nic Majesty, in return for the privileges accorded 
to the citizens of the United States under Art. 
XVIII. of this treaty. 


It is thus twice asserted that the United 
States did accord privileges to the subjects 
of her Britännio Majesty by Arts. XIX. and 
XXI. of the treaty, and the Halifax Commis- 
sion is specially directed to “‘ regard” these 
privileges. Art. XXI. of the treaty, one of 
the two specially referred to as according 
privileges, is the one which gives the Cana- 
a free access to our markéts for their 

h. 

The Commission failed to observe the 
clause of the treaty which commanded them 
to have regard“ to these privileges. They 
decided, contrary to the express directions of 
the treaty, that the access to our markets 
granted by the treaty was not a valuable con- 
sideration. We submit that in so doing they 
transcended the terms of the submission and 
violated the treaty; and that their verdict is 
consequently null and of no effect. Nothing 
is plainer than that both parties to the sub. 
mission considered the concession of free ac- 
cess to our markets a valuable privilege. We 
quote from the minutes prepared by the 
joint protocolists and adopted by the Joint 
High Commission at their last meeting 


1871, p. 511). 


The British Commissioners replied . . . that 
no arrangement would be acceptable of which the 
admission into the United States free of duty to 
Sieh, o produce of British Ashertes, did not form 
d part. 


Page 512 gives the view of the other side: 

The American Commissioners replied that they 
were willing. subject to the action of 8, to

So many reports come concerning the ill- 
health of the Pope that unbelief can no 
longer be mairftained. A dispatch from 


Rome dated the 13th inst. says: 


The Pope's health is declining, and physicians de- 
clare his removal from the Vatican is mecessary to 
his recovery, bat a majority of the Cardinals resist 
the removal. 


If the Pope leaves Rome for some healthy 
location during the summer, the fiction of 
his imprisonment will be destroyed. It is 
claimed by the Cardinals that he isa pris- 
oner” in the Vatican, and under political 
constraint from the Goverhment,—which, of 
course, is an absurd falsehood. It is also 
thought if he leaves Rome for the sake of 
his health it may lead to an abandonment of 
the Papal claims on the temporalities. It 
begins to look as if the Ultramontane Cardi- 
nals are willing to sacrifice his life rather 
than explode the imprisonment fiction or 
weaken their pretensions to political rule over 
the Capital of Italy. 


In his wonderful whitewashing of the 
frauds on the Custom-House building, As- 
sistant-Secretary Frencn rebukes a Chica- 
go paper for publishing Smiru’s and Txom- 
s0Nn’s reports, and denies that they were fur- 
nished from Washington, leaving the infer- 
ence that they were furnished to the papers 
by Collector Surg. On this point the Assist- 
ant-Secretary falsifies. The reports were ob- 
tained in Washington and sent to this city by 
telegraph. As the reports were in the custody 
of the Treasury Department, Mr. Frenon, if 
interested in finding the truth, can trace out 
how the papers got out of his custody long 
enough to be copied. If stolen, perhaps he 
will reach the conclusion that the person 
who took them was, like the contractor on 
the building, whom he eulogizes, entitled 
to enjoy” all the gain he could thus secure;

The meaning of this language is unmistaka- 
ble, and the Michigan Democrat” under- 
stands it perfectly, however he may dodge and 
squirm the point.

WATTERSON said that if be were autocrat for 
one day, he would pension all the ex-Rebels and 
provide them with Soldiers’ Homes at the ex- 
pense of the General Government.

GEORGE P. GOODWIN.

INFANTICIDE. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Sr. Louis, Mo., June 13.—A case involving 


some mystery and of a peculiarly interesting 


character was investigated by Coroner Auler 
this afternoon. Tuesday aftcrnoon, about 2 
o’clock, a strange woman about 30 years of age, 
wearing a large sun-bonnet, a dark shawl, a dirty 
dress, and a dingy half-white apron, appeared 
before Sergt. Shore, the officer in charge at 
the Third Precinct Station, with a small infant 
in her arms, which she desired should be sent to 
some orphan asylum, stating that the mother 
had left it in her charge the day before, promis- 
ing to return for it in a few moments, and had 
then abandoned it. The officer doubted the 
story,and refused to receive the child, but asked 
the woman to leave her name and address, and 
he would look into the matter. She refused to 
tell either, but continued to plead with him un- 
til the worthy custodian grew angry and drove 
her out of the station. As she walked towards 
the door, carrying the child with her, she was 
overheard to mutter that she would see whether 
she could be forced to “take care of 
another woman’s kid.“ She had no money 
to waste on it, and the police could 
not outwit ber. About 9 o’clock that night 
Officer John Ryan sawa woman approach a 


oop across Fourteenth street from his house 
8 quietly deposit a bundle which had the re- 
semblance of a child. The officer pursued the 
woman, but, being quite weak from recent ill- 
ness, he Was unable to overtake her. Returning, 
he found that his suspicions as to the character 
of the bundle bad been correct, and, taking the 
child carefully upin his arms, he carried it di- 
rectly to the Seventh Street Police- 
Station, where the officers were horrified 
to find the little one dead, though 
it was perfectly warm. Fresh blood oozed from 
its nose and ears. Sergt. Shore identitied it 
asthe one which had been presented to him 
earlier in the day to be sent to the asylum. The 
littie corpse was sent to the Morgue, and, for 
a couple of days, here the matter rested, as far 
as any new discoveries in the matter were con- 
cerned, though the pclice kept a constant 
lookout for the woman who had brought 
the child to the station. Sergt. Shore, 
being an old officer and well acquainted 
with many persons of a lawless char- 
acter, finally came to the conclusio# that 
Martha Holdcomb, a person whom he knew by 
reputation, was the woman he wanted, and an 
olllcer was consequentiy sent to her residence, 
at No. 2006 Broadway, with instructions to ar- 
rest her and bring ber to the station. On being 
brought before the oflicer at the station she 
stated that the infant was of illegitimate birth, 
and that Kate Snyder, a young woman living at 
No. 12 South Third street was its mether. She 
a young woman of 21 or 22, had been seduced 
uuder promise of marriage, and, just before 
she was to have given birth to the 
child, her villainous lover had deserted her, 
leaving both herself and chiid in utter destitu- 
tion. For the want of proper care the mother 
was seized with a fever, and had been seriously 
il! for several days. During this time the chiid, 
having vo proper nourishment, was also at- 
tacked with a fever. Fearing tnat the unfortu- 
nate little creature would die unless it received 
healthier food, the mother bad sent for Martha 
Hoidcomb and requested her to take it to 
an asvium. She proceeded at once to 
St. Ann’s Asylum, but the sisters in 
charge refused to receive it without a certificate 
from the police, and she then visited the police 
station and endeavored to obtain the assistance 
necessary from that quarter, and, failipg in the 
endeavor, ene had at lost resorted, as she 
thought, to the only alternative, placing the 
child where the police could easily find it, and 
leaving it to their care. She deciared that the 
child was alive when she laid it on the step, 
though, m her opinion, it was not well and 
healthy. At the inquest held this afternoon, 
Rachel Krebs, a midwife living at 1004 
North Sixth stet, testiffed that. 

the morning of tlre 18th, between 8 and 10 
o'clock, a young man named Gerber came to her 
house and asked her atiendance, because his 
wife had been delivered of a child. She found 
the motber and child at No. 12 South Sixth 
street. Both were doing well. The mother 
asked her to come and take charge of ber and 
her child. The young man showed ber a paper 
with the name of George Gerber upon it and 
the name of a woman, which she took to be a 
marriage certificate. She understood the 
woman's name as Kate Gerber. The 
woman never expressed any wish 
to dispose of the chila. Tne witness identified 
George Gerber, who was present, as having call- 
ed on her on the 15th to attend to his wife. 
George Gerber, formerly connected with the 
St. Clair Hotel, testified that the mother’s 
name was Kate4Snyder; that she was a sport- 
ing woman to his knowledge; and that she 
said the father of the child was agambier named 
Weyl. The witness had known her since Jan. 
29. He was a married map, but had separated 
from his wife. When she was taken sick he 
told her to make application to go to the hos- 
pital after the birth of the chid. She sent 
him to No. 2008 Broadway on the 10th to tell 
Mre. Holdcomb to come and see her. The 
woman came between 12 and 1 o’clock and 
asked him for $1, which he gave her. He didn’t 
know what she did with it. He missed the 
child between 2 and 5 o'clock, and Kate told 
bim that the Holdcomb woman had taken it 
away to some asylum, as she couldn’t take care 
of it. He had seen the Holdcomb woman at the 
house before, but had no acquaintance witb 
her. Gerber is a young commission merchant, 
doing business at 417 Lucas avenue. Martha 
Holdcomb testified that she had received $1 for 
disposing of the child. Gerber, Kate Snyder, 
and Martha Holdeomb were held responsible for 
the child’s death. It is supposed to have dicd 
from criminal negligence, not baviug had sufli- 
cient pourishment, and being constantly dosed 
with paregoric. 


NOT GUILTY.

“LINCOLN, IL, June 11.—All of yesterday was 
taken up in the Circuit Court trying the case of 
the State vs. W. B. Morgan, which was called 
the first thing in the morning and lasted until 
II o'clock at night. The charge was, abstracting

press messenger for the United States Express 
Company. The indictment was found at the 
instigation of L. A. Fuller, Division Superin- 
tendent of said Company, and the general im- 
pression is that it was done for a scare, as the 
defendant has instituted proceedings against 
Fuller in the Champaign County Courts for 
wages due him and aamages, and it is alleged 
this was to effect a compromise.

MEADE AND LEE. 


Could a Waterloo Have Followed Gettys- 
burg ? ; 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Ancora, III., Jane 10.—I have no design cer- 
tainly of engaging in a public controversy with Tug 
Cuicaco TRibUNE, even were lug Tine will- 
ing, about Mr. Simon Cameron's impressions of 
the battle of Gettysburg. or in respect to the con- 
duct of that battle generally by Gen. Meade, in- 
ciudiug his subsequent overations to the Potomac, 
without regard to Mr. Cameron's opinion or any- 
body else's. No presentation of historical facts 
which Icould make would likely, I apprehend, 
largely influence public sentiment upon this sub- 
ject. Nor do I 12 that Tux TRIBUNE, al- 
though immensely ent, and deservedly so, could 
array the sentiment of the country against Gen. 
Meade, now that he has passed forever beyond the 
reach either of reproval or praise. But as Tus 
Trisune’s repviy to my communication of 
the 6th—written on the spur of the mo- 
ment in defense of what I hola to be true 
as respects the battle of Gettysburg—misapprehends 
me by supposing that I demanded that tbe Water- 
loo of the Rebellion should have occurred on the 
plains about Gettysburg. and also repeats sub- 
stantially the assertion of its editorial that Lee's 
army snould have been captured or annihilated, 
making a Sedan instead of a Waterloo, I ask 
a place in its co umns for an additional word. 

n making auything like a just estimate of Gen. 
Meade's conduct of the campaign north of the bo- 
tomac, in which the great battle of Gettysburg was 
fought, the circumstances surrounding bis acces- 
sion to the command of the Army of the Potomac, 
and tae condition of the army itself, should not be 
forgotten. That army had marched with hasty 
and dispirited steps from the Kappahannock, after 
the disastrous battie of Chanceliorsville, to place 
itself once more on Northern soil between Lee and 
the mepacea Capital. Never secure of its com- 
mander, it only arrived on Maryland soil to renew 
the unfortunate experience of the past. 
‘*Fighting Joe Hooker, who, whatever may 
have been his blunders, was certainly 
right as to the withdrawal of Gen. French 
from Maryland Heights, and was very popular 
witn his army, was superseded by a new and, to 
some extent, an untried man. Tue circumstances, 
further than tne desperate courage which tue 
needs of the hour might inspire, were not favor- 
able tothe fightingof a great battle. Aud yet a 
great battle was a necessity of the situation. Lee 
bad invaded Northern soil with the largest and best 
disciplined army waich had ever carried pis 
standards to battle; be had come in response to 


the Potomac’? The loss sustained by this army, ac- 
cording to official re was over 23, men. 
This jeaves an available force for pursuit of not 
over 55,000 men. Tux Tsun asks, *‘W 
was Meade doing between the Sth and the 9th?” 
He was burying his dead, caring for his en 
and following the enemy. He had two full ha 
days’ marching before he could reach Hagerstown. 
Taz Tripcne's assertion that be flanked Lee's 
army after the retreat commenced is a remarkable 
one, when we remember that an impassable moun- 
tain, except at Fairfield Pass, through which Lee 
retreated, and the Boonsboro Pass, thirty miles 
south, intervened between the two armies. 


[A part of Meade’s army, as a matter of fact, 
crossed the South Mountains by the roads that 
flanked the Rebel direct line of retreat. A por- 
tion of the cavalry got over at the Boonsboro 
Pass in time to give the Rebels a great deal of 
annoyance on the night of the 5th and on the 


6th.—Ep. } 

What Meade did, and all he could do, was to 
march parallel with Lee, keeping between him and 
the Capital. Long before Meade crossed the South 
Mountain with his main army, Lee was intrenched 
upon the banks of the Potomac. Was Meade ina 
condition to press a vigorous pursuit to the extent 
of bringing on a general engagement? His ammu- 
nition was running very low, and his army had 
been severely crippled in the three days’ fighting 
about Gettysburg. It is asserted that Lee's ammnu- 
nition was also nearly exhausted. But Meade had 
no knowledge of this fact, could have no knowl- 
edge of it [. The presumption was that a saga- 


‘cious General would never penetrate so far into 


an enemy's country for the purpose of fightin 
possibly the deciding battle of the War, and wit 
an uncertain river in bis rear, with barely enough 
ammunition to sustain a general engagement. If 
Lee committed such a blunder be must have - 
sumed vastly upon the weakness and —— — 
tion of the Federal army. 

(This is begging the whole question. There 
was not a man in the Federal army, from Meade 
down to the drummer-boys, but knew that Lee’s 
army must be short of ammunition after such 
a three days’ battle. The writer of this remem- 
bers that it was talked of among all grades of 
meninthe Federal army for a whole week be- 
fore Lee’s force escaped over the Potomac on 
the night of the 13th of duly. The staff and 
engineers of Meade’s army had a very clear con- 
ception of the fact that the Rebel army possessed 
but a scanty supply of ammunition, especially 
of that for artillery. And this belief corre- 
sponded exactly with the truth, for Lee’s army 
was very short of ammunition. The railroads 
that ran from Baltimore to Marper’s Ferry and 
to Frederick City conveyed hourly trains laden 
with ammunition, food, and munitions of all 
kinds, and a stream of reinforcements of elated, 
eager men for the Union army. Fora whole 
week the supplies and reinforcements rolled in 
to Meade.—Ep. } ‘ 


Be this as it may, the pursuit of Lee by Sedg- 
wick’s corps through South Mountain Pass, if it had 
been pressed with the utmost vigor, could hardly 
have effected more than precipitating another gen- 


| eral engagement. 


But why did not Meade attack on the 13th in 
front of Williamsvort and Falling Waters? In the 
council of war held upon the night of the 12th Ave 
general officers ofthe army, ranking next to him- 
self, voted against an attack the next day to fAree 
in favor of an attack. Gen. Meede, while favoring 
an attack himeelf, did not car o assume the re- 
sponsibility of overruling the majority against him. 
He had hardly been a fortnigut in con mand of the 
army, and a defeat would have been disastrous be- 
yona 223 had yet marked tue history 
ofthe War. He must have been the attacking 

yarty, andthe history of Gettysburg might have 
bad a fearful reversal. The 40,000 reinforcements 
of which Tus TRrisuNB speaks, with the exception 
of 7,000 of French's division which lay idle at 
Frederick during the great battle in Pennsylvania. 
were raw militia under Couch, and would have 


been the merest bagatelle to have stayed the flight 


of a defeated army. 

[Our correspondent “gives away“ his client. 
Meade himself, he says, wanted to attack, and 
he had three Generals of high rank who voted 
with him. He would not have wanted to attack 
if he had not believed that his army would win. 
However severely he had suffered at Gettys- 
burg, he knew that Lée had suffered still more. 
He knew that he was being reinforced, and his 
whole force in the highest spirits, while Lee’s 
army had not received a man and was discour- 
aged and broken in rank and spirit. He knew 
that Lee was hemmed in—caught in a trap—by 
the river flood in his rear, bat would escape the 
moment the river fell to a fordable stage unless 
struck at once by the Federal army. He knew 
that Lee’s army was on half rations of food as 
well as of ammunition. He was well aware 
that he had, before the 12th of July, ro- 
ceived more than enough reinforcements 
to make up all his losses. French’s division 
(numbering 10,000, instead of 7,000 as our cor- 
respondent states) of veterans was a formidable 
reinforcement cf itself. Couch’s Army Corps 
were by no manoer of means the.“ raw militia ”’ 
and mere bagatelle’’ he says. Many of them 
had seen service; ail were pretty well drilied. 
Mixed in with the victorious Potomac veterans, 
they would have fought like heroes. Then 
there were other reinforcements from about 
Washington and elsewhere that were thrown 
forward,—good seasoned troops, fifteen to 
twenty regiments of them. Ip short, on the 
12th of July Meade had in line of battle not far 
short of 100,000 confident men, every one anx- 
ious for the order to “ lay on, Macduff,’’—every 
man feeling positive that the Rebel army could 
be destroved. The whole army saw that the 
Potomac was subsiding and would soon be low 
enough to ford. It was then or never! They 
wanted to strike while the iron was bot. The 
very worst that could bappen would be a 
repulse of the attacks. The assault could 
be renewed and repeated, as the Reb- 
els were in no condition to assume 
the aggressive and deliver a return 
assault. The whole army knew that. How 
were the Rebels to cross the Potomac in the 
face of an iron and leaden hail-storm ‘—and 
across they must get orsurrender. But ‘‘coun- 
cils of war never fight.’’ Meade allowed the 
golden opportunity to escape. He permitted 
the fragments ot Lee’s army to leisurely wade 


over to the opposite bank almost unmolested 


and begin their retreat up the Shenandoah 
Valley. After they were all over Meade crossed 
alter them and commenced the long, weary stern 
chase. If Meade’s army was not strong enough 
to attack Lee’s decimated force on the north 
side of the Potomac, why did it venture over

THE APOLLO CLUB CONCERT. 

The Apollo Club closed“ its season with an 
extra concert given last evening at McCormick 
Hall, toa very large audience. The programme 
was. an innovation upon the regular programmes 
of the season, in that it called for a ladies’ 
chorus, auxiliary to the Meunerchor, thus giv- 
ing @ greater variety of work. It is a question, 
however, whether this was fortunate or unfor- 
tunate, forthe Club has never done worse work. 
One has no patience to specify any particular 
number. It was all bad, and so bad as to indi- 
cate there were other causes at work among the 
tenors than fosufficient rehearsal or ignorance 
of the music, The ladies struggled nobly, but 
it was of no use. The conductor worked 
hard, but it was of no use. The tenors 
and some of the bassos seemed deter- 
mined to wreck everything by keeping out of 


‘tyne and time, and letting parts go to pieces. 


It was not a very creditable exhibition for the 
Apollo Club. From such singing as this it was 
a relief to turn to the solo work. 

The chief vocalist of the evening was Mrs. 
E. Aline Osgood, who upon this occasion made 
her debut in Chicago. The rise of this young 
and gifted singer to ber present prominent posi- 
tion has been somewhat remarkable. Prior to 
her departure for Eugland three years ago, she 
had only a local Eastern reputation, acquired 
mainly by her services in an important Boston 
choir and a season or two with the short-lived 
Beethoven Quintette Club. She went to 
gland, therefore, — Seereae or heralding, 
quietly placed berself under Randegger’s tui- 
tion, and, in three veers’ time, has made herself 
knowu all over England in that branch of 
music in which elevation can only be 
secured by merit. There are plent 
of operatic stars who dazzle for a season an 
then disappear, but in England a singer who 
makes a success in oratorio, cantata, and ballad 
must build upon sure foundations. Mrs. Os- 
good’s success has been made in these lines 
and a more substantial one in England could 
not be had. She is emphasizing that success in 
this, her own, country. With the exception of 
some casual appearances in New York and 
Philadeiphia, principally under Mr. Thomas’ 
auspices, her real test was at the recent 
Cincinnati Festal, in which her success was not 
only unequivocal from the critical standpoints 
set 7 by musicians, but was also euthusi- 
astic from the popular and less exacting, but 
more fickle, side. e have already recorded in 
these columns our impressions of her singing 
at that time, and we see ao no reason to re- 
verse any of them. On the other hand, brought 
nearer to her in a smaller hall, we cannot re- 
frain from emphasizing them. There isa personal, 
individual, characteristic force in Mrs. Osgood’s 
singing which cannot be thoroughly appreciated 
ina large hall. There are shifting lights of 
emotion in the face, keen and intense expres- 
sions of sympathy and delicate shades of tone- 
color that are —— lost in the distance. 
One must be thoroughly en rapport with the 
singer to fully appreciate her sym — w- 
er, and her wonderful intensity of tone. This 


is not bY any means a phenomenal voice in 
n 


quality, range, in power, or in flexibility, 
though it is a voice under perfect control. 
There are many voices superior to it in these 
respects. The difference between her and most 
other singers is the difference between a vocal- 
ist and an artist, between a singer and a 
musician, between a machine and a soul. 
Others have the voice, but what do they 
do with it? What use do they make 
of it? What do they out into it? 
What impression do they make upon the list- 
ener Other than very agreeable sounds going 
intofoue ear and coming out of the other? The 
indication from all this is that this artist 
possesses a musical nature or temperament 
which, almost without eifort on ber part, gives 
shape, and direction, and expression to her 
naturally sympathetic voice. It is also a neces- 
sary factor in this success that she has a clear 
conception and keen appreciation of the senti- 
ment of the composition,—the unwritten part of 
the song between the lines. It is a rare pleas- 
ure to listen to a singer so satisfying; to an 
artist so conscientious and so richly endowed by 
nature that she does not have to resort to vocal 
trickeries, which are so plentiful on the stage. 
Her numbers were admirably chosen to suit her 
voice and style,—the smooth flowing “* Deh! 
Vieni” from Mozart’s Figaro“; that 
picturesque song, the Loreley,“ of Liszt; 
and a bailad of Cowen's, The Better Land,“ 
which is more than ordinarily dignified and 
refinedin sentiment. Her success was instant, 
and the enthusiasm which greeted her was un- 
mistakably spontaneous and cordial. Her 
singing, both of the Mozart and Liszt music, 
was simply elegant in its phrasing and expres- 
sion, as well as in the perfect use of the voice, 
As an encore to the Cowen ballad, she gave 
‘Sweet Home as it has never been sung here 
before,—with the utmost simplicity, and yet 
with a beauty of tone anda depth of feeling 
that no baliad singer in our remembrance has 
ever reached before. Mra. Osgood’s success 
was so genuine and hearty that her reappear- 
ance here will be looked for with interest.

The audience listened at first 
in silence to big amusing tirade, 
at last some hisses burst forth, and were 
silenced by Mr. Forbes.

Everybody regrets the incl 
dent, for Stanley's work lu Africa is highly ap- 
preciated, and be might enjoy himself bere to 
bis heart’s content if he would only be ordinari- 
ly civil.

he is reported to have said. The English cer- 
tainly do not take his fancy; so that what we 
are to do for him, uuless a new race of men can 
be discovered for his benefit, it is bard to under- 
stand.

BKITISH STATE SUPERVISION OF RAILROADS. 
A bill has been brought before the English House 
of Commons to increase the powers of the English 
Railway Commissione:s. The present functions 
of this body are simply judicial. It was created 
five years ago to administer, in place of the Court 


, of Common Pleas, the Railway and Trafiic act. The 


Commissioners have authority to fx through 
rates, to say in case of dispute what are reasonable 
charges for terminal facilities, and to order rail- 
roads to provide reasonable facilities for receivin,, 
forwarding, and delivering traffic. Under their 
authority, the Commissioners have ordered large 
addition« to be made to covered platforms at rail- 
way stations, have ordered the erection of roofs so 
that carriages might take and deliver passengers 
under cover, of waiting-rooms and refreshment- 


rooms. have given other directions for the enlarge - 


ment and improvement of stations, and have insti- 
tuted suits against railroads for overcharges. The 
public opinion of England sustains this energetic 
administration of the law, and the proposed addi- 
tions to it to increase the powers of the Commis- 
sioners. | 

ITALIAN MUNICIPAL FINANCES. 

The Memorial Diplomatique calls attention to the 
bad financial condition of the Italian cities, espe- 
cially Florence and Naples. The principal Italian 
cities borrowed heavily for public improvements, 
and pledged for the payment of principal and in- 
terest of their debts that part of the octroi rev- 
enue which has been left them by the National 
Government. They were unable to pay the Gov- 
ernment what they owed if, and it has, couse- 
guenily, seized upon the whole of the octroi rev- 
enue to the detriment of foreign creditors. Leg- 
islation is proposed to relieve thedebt-burdened 
municipalities at the expense of their creditors.

THE WIFE-MURDERER. 
THE CORONBR’S INQUEST. * 

The house of the murdered woman, Kate Vil- 
inger, at No. 166 Nineteenth street, was sur- 
rounded yesterday by acrowd of curious, gaping 
people, intent on seeing the ghastly remains of the 
male Vilinger’s bloody work, and on being present 
at and bearing a hand in whatever was done. The 
County Physiclam held his post-mortem examina- 
tion early in the afternoon, ascertaining that the 
woman came to her death by a wound in the neart, 
the ball having actually lodged in the left ventricle. 
It was known that the inquest would be held at the 
Twelfth Street Station at 3 o'clock, nominally, in 
the afternoon, and those of the gaping gazers who 
had satisfied their curiosity at the house repaired 
to the station, where the official inquiry into 
the cause and circumstances of the murder 
was held with the usual formalities. The 
crowd which got together was a moticy one, made 
up of the peculiar class of people occupying the 
southwestern portion of the city where of late, 
murders have most abounded. Coroner Dietzsch 
conducted the inquest in person, and acted as inter- 
preter with such of the witnesses as could speak 
German. Two, however,—Jana and the prisoner 
himsetf—could converse only in Bohemian, anda 
man familiar with that tongue was pressed into 
service in their cases. 

SOLOMON EPSTEIN, 

living at No. 89 Fisk street, corner of Nineteenth, 
and very rheumatic in his legs, was first called.

He was in 
Vilinger’s house last Sunday, at which time Vil- 
inger talked about snooting. Vilinger drank beer 
habitually, and was rarely inasober condition. 
After the shooting, witness was scared and went 
out. Joe Vilinger and a boarder were in the room 
at the time.

He did not know 
previous to the shooting that his fatner had the 
revolver, but be did have a shotgun which his 
mother took away and hid from him. Tue father 
drank a good deal of whisky and beer, and, in the 
son's opinion. had been crazy for over à year. 
When hie father shot his mother the father jamped 
on her, cried, and said. I shot her for love.“ His 
father had threatened to shoot a young fellow 
named Shuman, who had hit him about two weeks 
ago. Before that witness never heard him talk 
about shooting anybody. His father had never 
threatened to shoot his wife. although they had 
frequent quarrels. and the father sometimes bit 
ber—in fun, thougb. They had no quarrel 
Wednesday. There was some talk between them 
before the shooting, but he didn’t know waat ‘was 
said. His father was 56 years old; had been a 
bird-cage-maker, but gave that up about a month 
ago, saying it dida't pay.

IIis bioodshot eyes, 
the dark, purple spots below them, the pale face 
with its stubble of a black beard making it all the 
paler by contrast, rendered him a decidedly- un- 
pleasant bbject te look at. It was evident that he 
had suffered much. He gave his name as Jacob 
Vilinger, and said he had lived happily with his 
wife over thirty years, They never had any trou- 
ble except about Joe, who wouldn't work, and who 
drank up his liquors and threatened ‘*to lick the 
old man“ every once ina while. This had been 
going on for about a year, and he had tried to drive 


wim out of the house, but his wife wouldn't have it. 


Wednesday he concluded to put @ stop to this. and 
plainly told his wife that he would not support Joe 
in his idlenessany longer. He tried to chase Joe 
out, and sue said that if Joe went she would go 
too. The prisoner said he was — to go with 
her. He reproached her with her aduitery with 
another man in the old country. reminding her of 
his having caurht her in the act, and told her she 
had never given him any trouble of the kind until 
now, when she was about to commit a similiar act 
by leaving him, as she had threatened. Then she 
jumped at him and hit him a slap on the side of 
He went behind the counter to get a 
stick or something to scare her, but his hand fell 
on the revoiver, and, without much knowing what 
be did. he cocked it and shot her. Ashe tried to 
toll his story, his agitation was something fearful 
to behold. The tears gushed from his eyes, he 
raised his arms and hands as ir warding off a blow, 
and between his frantic cries managed to make it 
plain that he excused the deed by saying he was 
notin earnest, and that he had no idea, no inten- 
tion, of killing his poor wife. . 

The jury found it murder, and the prisoner was 
held without bail to the Criminal Court.

HOW WAS HIS RSPORT OBTAINED? 
Mr. Smith addressed the foliowing unofficial let- 
ter yesterday tothe Hon. John Sherman relative 


to the question of responsibility for tha publica - 


tion of the Castom-House reports, raised by As- 
sistant-Secretary French, which explains itself: 


Custom-Houss, Curtcaeo, ILL., COLLECTOR's 
Orrice, June 15.—7he Jon. John Sherman—Sin: 
On the 22d of May I telegraphed you from Cincia- 
nati that the Chicago Ines had made public the 
report on the Mueller contract inquiry, which 1 had 
the honor of transmitting to you for your informa- 
tion, and that the copy had been procured ia Wash- 
ineton. In the papers of this date lam informed 
that Assistant-Secretary French calls the correct- 
ness of this statement in question. The language 
attributed to him is as follows: 

This is by no means the first time that papers upon 
the files of this Department which should be private 
have been made public. Whoever for a consideration 
has done this is no betterthanathief. After the ful 
est investigation I can make. | think Mr. Smith is mis- 
taken in his conclusioa, and that the papers were not 
furnished from the Department for publication. If the 
proof of which he sans the fact is suscentibie can be 
furnished to the Department. the person who performed 
the service and received the consideration nieutloued 
will undoubtedly find his connection with the Treasury 
Department speedily dissolved. Those reports having 
thus by AAN taken the form, so far as the per- 
sons implicated ia them are concerned, of public accu- 
sations, the parties accu were called upon for such 
explanations as they chose to make, the ürst principle 
of judicial trials and of fair play being that every man 
shall be heard before he shall be condemued. 

Mr. French's investigation was not very thor- 
ough. It would seem that official courtesy re- 
quired him to ask me for my information before 
expressing an opinion, If official courtesy did 
not, then the investigation, to be tult, did.

KAISER WILHELM. 
THE SOCIALISTS ON THAT ATTEMPIED 
SINATION. 

Last evening a very large meeting of Socialists to 
protest against the idea extant that the attempted 
assassination of ser Wilhelm originated with the 
Socialistic party, og had its sanction, was held in 
Aurora Turner#ipll. Milwaukee avenue. G. Bar- 
tels, organizer of the German section, called the 
meeting to order, and Gustave Lieser was chosen 
to preside. Though the meeting was called Social- 
istic, there were a large number of people 
present, not evidently of that party, who came to 
look on. 


ASSAS- 


A. R. PARSONS 
was the first speaker. He said that they had come 
together to talk over the attempted assassination of 
the German Kaiser. The first or so-called attempt 
at assassination of Emperor William was made by 
one Hoedling, upon whose person, it was alleged, 
Socialistic documents were found, and the report 
was left abroad that the Socialistic party was try- 
ing to bring death to the Emperor's door. Then 
came the contrary report, that he was a Catholic, 
a so-called Christian Socialist. He then went on 
to Nobling's attempt to assassinate the Emperor. 
He went over briefly the acts of Bismarck 
in the German Reichstag, and his attempts to put 


down the Socialists. The German Government 
was seizing upon any pretext to suppress the 
growth of Socialism in Germany. It was notalone 
the case in Germany, but over the whole civilized 


world the Governments are trving to crush out 


Socialism. Nobling could have made no confession 
implicating the Socialistic party, since he had beer? 
unconscious ever since the attempted assaesination, 
as he nad tried to kill himself immediateiy. No 
matter what was done, the Socialistic party would 
grow. This was a revolt of the people, —a mutiny 
of the people upon the Ship of State. They were 
mutinying all over the world against the 
Governments, against the governing classes 
against the monopolies, and the mutiny would 
increase unless the thi was changed, and the 
Governments surrendered to the people. The 
rese was owned by the uronopolies and the privi- 
eged classes. The metropolitan prese was owned 
either in great part by the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company orthe railway monopolies. The 
press was flooded with a hurricane of lies. They 
could not expect anything but misrepresentation 
from the press. But they expected their enemies 
to be honorable men. But the truth and the up- 
rising could not ve crushed amid the roar of 
artillery or musketry. The people would rise 
above it. The Berlin Congress meant to shield 
the land monopoiists and mine thieves of Europe. 
There would be a cry for peace when there was no 
peace. The Congress was merely a conspiracy of 
the Governments against their own people. er- 
many dare not go to war with Russia on account 
t ber Socialists.

HERR GROTKAN

slaughter, end blood. He denounced the Emperor 
as a despot, who crushed his people.

He had betrayed 
the soldiers who had obtained German unity. He 
had betrayed the 100,000 living cripples who had 
fought for German liberty. He called the Ameri- 
can press-writers press-bandits. There was no 
other title to give to them. They were of the 
lowest dregs. They called the Sucialists murder- 
ers and robbers, and that they intended rapine and 
murder. They had lauded the Emperor of Ger- 
many, and lied about his character aud virtues. 

After some further remarks by speakers of 
more or less note among the Socialists, the meet- 
ing adjourned.

Division 10,085; Soath Division, 10, 320; 
West Division, 239,473; total. 45, 140. The 
schools now occupy seventy-two buildings, and 
are taught by 80, teachers.

The Riot at Quebeo Peters Out—The Troops 
Unmolested—Parliament—The Orangemen 
Other News. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

QugBEc, June 13.—The troops arrived at 
Point Levis from Montreal at 7:15 this morn- 
ing. They crossed the river as quickly as pos- 
sible, and marched up Mountain Hill unmolest- 
ed to the citadel. On arriving opposite Parlia- 
ment House, they passed B Battery of Artillery, 
when a mutual salute was exchanged according 
to military etiquette. The strikers met this 
morning at 7:30as per appointment, when a 
resolution was come to not to take any action 
till the military returned to Montreal, when 
they would proceed to obtain their rights. One 
man, Wishing, doubtless, to distinguish himself, 
called on those who wished “bread or blood” 
to follow him. About fifty followed him as far 
as the Esplanade, where the expedition was 
abandoned. This morning, among other ring- 
leaders, one Edward Forest, identified as one of 
those most active in stoning the military yester- 
day, was nabbed by the police near the Parlia- 
ment House, while another man was arrested 
by Col. Strange on Louis street. Although the 
rioters had refused to follow their leaders from 
St. Rochs’ this morning for fear of the 
reinforced troops, quite a mob had as- 
sembled in front of the City Hall. The 
two prisoners were driven by detectives 
in a wagon surrounded by “B” Battery, 
and as they approached the mob Col. Strange 
gave orders to his men to load and fire at the 
prisoners if they attempted to escape. They 
were taken to the Citadel, where they were 
escorted to jail in the middle of a troop of 
Prince of Wales Rifles, of Montreal, with 
bayonets drawn. The different corps from 
Montreal to-day paraded the streets and were 
much admired. The inquest on Beaudoin, the 
man killed yesterday, was opeved to-day. Dr. 
Jackson is conducting a post mortem, and the 
inquest will be proceeded with to-morrow. The 
prevailing opinion of the authorities is that the 
strike is virtually at anend. Nothing definite 
has been learned of the wounded. The Montreal 
troops. are loud in praise of their treatment. 
Tuey are all quartered at the citadel except two 
companies of the Fifth Fusileers, who are on 
some at the Parliament House. Everything is
